School  Visitors'  Annual  Report, 

For  the  Year  Ending  September  15, 1884. 


The  Board  of  School  Visitors  of  the  Town  of  Winchester  met  Oct.  6th, 
1883,  and  organized  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Arthur  Goodenough,  Chair- 
man, and  George  H.  Alford,  Secretary.  Rev.  Arthur  Goodenough  and  Messrs. 
John  F.  Peck  and  George  H.  Alford  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine 
teachers,  and  it  was  voted  that  all  members  of  the  Board  be  Acting  Visitors, 
and  that  Messrs.  John  F.  Peck,  Henry  Barreuther,  Rev,  Fra  Leo  da  Saracena 
arid  George  H.  Alford  be  assigned  to  visit  Nos.  1,  3  and  4,  and  Rev.  Arthur 
Goodenough  and  Charles  A.  Bristol  to  the  other  remaining  districts. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  Dec.  28th,  1883,  Mr.  George  H.  Alford  having  re- 
signed his  position  as  member  of  the  Board,  M.  N.  Griswold  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancies  caused  by  his  resignation,  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 
Mr.  Griswold  accepted  the  position  with  the  understanding  that  his  duties  should 
be  mainly  that  of  Secretary  and  Examining  Committee,  as  his  business  would 
prevent  his  giving  proper  attention  to  the  visiting  of  schools. 

There  were  53  less  children  enumerated  than  last  year,  the  falling  off 
being  largely  in  the  4th  District. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  enumerated  between  4 
and  16  years  of  age,  Jan.  1st,  1884,  the  number  of  scholars  registered  during 
the  year  ending  Aug.  31st,  1884,  the  average  daily  attendance,  the  number  of 
school  days  and  cost  per  scholar  in  the  different  districts.

The  statute  makes  it.  the  duty  of  the  Acting  Visitors  to  submit  in  writing, 
to  the  Board  of  School  Visitors,  their  reports  to  be  incorporated  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  his  report  to  the  Town.  The  following  are  the  reports  of  the  Acting 
Visitors.  The  Board  of  Visitors  approve  the  suggestions  of  Messrs. 
Goodenough  and  Bristol. 
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To  the  Honor-able  Board  of  School  Visitors  of  the  Town  of  Winchester,  Ct. : 

The  districts  under  our  special  charge  have  been  visited  according  to  the 
repuirements  of  the  law. 

No.  5  had  two  terms  of  school.  Miss  Gertrude  E.  Bronson  taught  during 
the  year  and  was  fairly  successful.  17  children  were  registered.  The  house 
has  been  repaired  in  part,  but  is  not  yet  what  it  should  be. 

There  were  three  terms  of  school  in  No.  6.  Miss  Anna  M.  Newcomb  was 
in  charge  during  the  Fall  term.  A  young  and  inexperienced  teacher  who  did 
as  well  as  could  reasonably  have  been  expected.  The  second  term  was  under 
Miss  Louise  L.  Dowd.  She  had  some  experience,  was  a  bright  scholar,  and 
fertile  in  methods  of  instruction,  but  a  poor  disciplinarian.  The  third  term 
was  taught  successfully  by  Miss  Eva  L.  Waugh,  a  teacher  of  several  years  ex 
perience  in  other  Towns.    The  school  needs  outline  maps  and  a  new  dictionary. 

In  No.  7,  Mr.  Albion  Wetmore,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  reputation 
taught  during  the  Fall  and  "Winter  terms.  Miss  Ida  M.  Gilman  was  in  charge 
during  the  Spring  term.  She  was  much  liked  and  has  been  engaged  for  the 
present  year.  The  school  building  has  been  repaired,  enlarged  and  refur. 
nished,  and  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

No.  8  had  an  excellent  school  through  the  entire  year.  Miss  Carrie  A. 
Hurd  taught  during  the  Fall  and  Winter,  and  Miss  Lillian  B.  Deming  during 
the  Spring  ierm.     " 

No.  9  had  only  two  terms  of  school.  The  first  term,  Edgar  M,  Clossey 
was  teacher.  He  was  a  man  of  ambition  and  experience  in  teaching,  and  kept 
a  good  school.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Litchfield  Co.  near  the  close  of 
his  term.  Miss  Mary  E.  Rouse  taught  during  the  Summer,  and  did  well  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  only  9  scholars  were  registered.  It  was  the  beginning  of 
her  experience  in  teaching,  and  she  bids  fair  to  take  a  good  position  in  the 
future. 

There  seems  to  be  an  evil,  or  at  least  an  opportunity  for  evil,  in  our  present 
system  of  employing  teachers  in  regard  to  which  we  wish  to  make  some  sug- 
gestions. In  an  annual  Town  meeting  last  year  it  was  proposed  to  reduce  the 
appropriation  of  a  certain  district,  on  the  ground  of  a  rumor  that  the  commit- 
tee of  that  district  intended  to  hire  a  cheap  teacher  to  board  with  him,  and 
charge  the  Town  an  extravagant  price  for  her  board.  We  did  not  support  the 
proposition,  because  it  did  not  seem  likely  that  such  an  intention  could  be 
foreknown ,  but  the  rumor  suggested  a  real  opportunity  which  is  before  every 
committee  who  desires  to  use  it. 

The  weekly  or  monthly  wages  of  each  teacher  is  reported  to  the  Town 
authorities  for  payment,  and  is  understood  to  include  the  allowance  for  board, 
which  she  is  expected  to  provide  for  in  such  way  as  is  most  satisfactory  to 
herself.  The  committee  may  wish  to  board  the  teacher,  and  so  in  his  bargain 
with  her  agrees  to  pay  so  much  and  board.  If  the  Town  in  its  apportionment 
allows  $8  per  week  for  wages  including  board,  the  committee  may  hire  his 
teacher  for  $5  and  charge  $3  for  board,  or  if  he  can  get  the  teacher  for  $3  he  can 
take  $5  for  his  own  share.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  suppose  that  an  unfair 
advantage  is  seldom  taken.  The  committee  does  not  always  board  the  teacher. 
When  he  does  so,  there  is  often  a  mutual  advantage  in  it,  and  no  unfairness  to 
the  Town.  The  nature  of  the  bargain  is  generally  open  and  known  to  all  who 
have  any  interest  in  knowing  it.  None  the  less  it  seems  to  us  that  any  temp- 
tation in  this  direction  should  be  removed  so  far  as  is  practicable. 
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The  risk  of  injury  to  the  Town  is  in  two  directions:  1.  A  teacher  of  known 
ability  may  be  discarded  and  one  of  less  value  employed,  because  she  will  be 
more  ready  to  board  with  the  committee.  The  Examining  Board  may  reject 
manifest  incompetence,  but  beyond  the  line  of  average  competency  there  re- 
mains a  great  difference  in  teachers,  and  any  teacher  poorer  than  the  besi  ob- 
tainable is  a  loss  to  the  public. 

2.  The  committee  after  procuring  his  teacher  at  the  lowest  possible  wages 
may  defraud  the  public  by  charging  the  Town  more  for  board  than  equally 
good  board  could  be  purchased  for  in  the  open  market.  This  Town  has  al- 
ways been  willing  to  pay  a  fair  price  for  teaching  and  we  regard  it  as  a  wise 
policy.  It  enables  us  as  compared  with  other  Towns  which  pay  less,  to  select 
from  a  larger  number  of  applicants,  and  so  to  secure  on  the  whole  better  work. 
It  is  well  that  teachers'  wages  should  be  such  as  to  make  it  an  object  for  the 
better  class  of  scholars  to  train  themselves  for  teaching.  If  when  the  Town 
has  made  liberal  apportionments  to  the  districts,  the  committees  are  permitted 
to  force  down  wages  and  pocket  the  difference  themselves,  it  defeats  the  pur. 
pose  for  which  the  apportionment  is  made, 

Two  remedies  against  such  a  possibility  suggest  themselves  to  us.  One 
has  been  repeatedly  recommended  in  our  reports,  to  transfer  the  power  of  em- 
ploying teachers  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  instead  of  leaving  it  to  the  district 
committees.  The  other  is  for  the  Town  to  pass  a  vote  that  whenever  it  shall 
appear  that  the  teacher  is  hired  on  condition  of  boarding  with  the  committee, 
the  Selectmen  shall  be  instructed  to  allow  no  higher  price  for  board  than  it 
could  be  procured  for  at  equally  suitable  places  in  the  district.

The  Board  op  Acting  School  Visitors  of  the  1st,  3d  and  4th  School 
Districts  in  the  Town  of  Winchester, 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education,  report  : 

District  No.  1.  The  teachers  in  this  district  have  proved  fully  equal  to 
their  duties,  and  a  remarkable  progress  was  the  result  of  their  labor.  It 
would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  district  to  have  the  primary  department  divi- 
ded into  two  distinct  schools.  The  smallest  scholars  need  more  personal  at- 
tention than  older  ones;  much  time  would  be  saved,  much  disturbance 
avoided,  and  the  attention  of  the  pupils  could  be  kept  more  concentrated.  As 
many  as  94  scholars  have  been  registered,  which  if  divided,  would  make  two 
schools  of  good  size. 

District  No.  3.  This  school,  during  the  year  previous,  was  kept  by  Miss 
Cora  L.  Roberts,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  rare  talent.  It  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  her  young  successor,  Miss  Lizzie  Beach  would  fully  equal  her  as  a 
teacher.  During  the  past  school  year  the  number  of  scholars  was  reduced 
from  about  30  to  15-    Miss  Beach  has  done  as  well  as  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
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peeled,  and  lias  shown  towards  the  end  of  the  year  that  time  will  make  her  a 
valuable  teacher.  The  schoolhouse  was  newly  painted  and  otherwise  repaired 
during  the  vacation,  and  is  now  in  fair  condition. 

District  No.  4.  These  schools  have  been  taught  by  the  same  corps  of 
experienced  teachers  as  last  year,  and  with  equally  satisfactory  results.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  lower  rooms  (Nos.  1  to  4)  averaged  54  scholars  and  the 
rooms,  Nos.  5  to  8  only  39.  This  disproportion  was  partly  corrected  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Spring  term,  and  is  now  nearly  done  away  with.  The  new 
school  building  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter 
term,  and  the  result  after  a  few  terms  will  show  that  teachers  and  scholars 
worked  under  serious  disadvantages  in  the  old  buildings,  especially  during  the 
later  part  of  the  Fall  term  and  the  whole  of  the  Winter  term. 

The  introduction  of  drawing  proved  a  success.  In  all  the  rooms  a  good 
start  was  made,  and  most  gratifying  results  will  be  obtained  a  few  years  hence. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  about  the  studies  other  than  the  common 
branches  taught  in  the  upper  rooms  of  Districts  Nos.  1  and  4,  especially  in 
the  latter. 

The  Board  is  desirous  to  have  the  respective  districts  obtain  in  some  way 
the  opinion  and  wishes  of  the  majority  of  those  interested  in  the  matter.
